SAN FRANCISCO I A federal appeals court 
Tuesday unanimously put California’s recall 
election back on the calendar for Oct. 7, sweep- 
ing aside warnings of a Florida- style fiasco 
two weeks from now. 

The American Civil Liberties Union, 
which had sought a postponement, said 
it would not appeal to the U.S. Supreme 
Court, removing the final legal roadblock 
to the recall. 

Last week, a three -judge panel postponed 


the election to give six counties more time 
to switch over to electronic voting systems 
from the error-prone punch- card ballots that 
caused the Florida recount mess in 2000. 

The 11-judge panel acknowledged that 
allowing the election to go forward now could 
cause some votes to go uncounted. But the 
panel said that the candidates, the voters and 
the state have already spent a huge amount 
of time and money on the assumption of an 
Oct. 7 election, david kravets (ap) 


Airman 
Faces Spy 
Charges 

Translator at Guantanamo 
accused of aiding enemies 

WAS H I N GTO N I An Air Force translator at the 
U.S. prison camp for suspected terrorists 
has been charged with espionage and aid- 
ing the enemy — counts that could carry 
the death penalty, a military spokesman 
said Tuesday. 

Senior Airman Ahmad 1. al-Halabi is 
being held at Vandenberg Air Force Base 
in California, facing 32 criminal charges, 
spokesman Maj. Michael Shavers said. 

Al-Halabi worked as an Arabic language 
translator at the prison camp for al Qaeda 
and Taliban suspects at Guantanamo Bay, 
Cuba, Shavers said. 

Al-Halabi is charged with eight counts 
related to espionage, three counts of aiding 
the enemy, 11 counts of disobeying a lawful 
order, nine counts of making a false official 
statement and one count of bank fraud. 

Espionage and aiding the enemy are mili- 
tary charges that can carry the death pen- 
alty, said Eugene Fidell, a civilian lawyer in 
Washington and president of the National 
Institute of Military Justice. 

Al-Halabi was based at Travis Air Force 
Base in California and assigned to a logis- 
tics unit there. Shavers said. The Air Force 
enlisted man knew the Muslim chaplain 
at the prison who was arrested earlier this 
month, but it is unclear whether the two 
arrests are linked. Shavers said. 

The translator was arrested July 23; the 
chaplain on Sept. 10, he said, matt kelley (ap)

Bush Asks U.N.

President rejects calls 
for speedy return to 
sovereignty for Iraq 

UNITED NATIONS | President Bush 
rejected calls from France and 
Germany to hasten the transfer 
of power in Iraq, insisting that 
the shift to self-government can 
be “neither hurried nor delayed.” 
He urged allies Tuesday to put aside 
bitter divisions over the U.S.-led 
war and help lead a massive recon- 
struction effort. 

French President Jacques Chirac 
challenged Bush by demanding a 
“realistic timetable” for granting 
sovereignty. But Chirac said he 
would not block a U.N. resolution 
sought by the United States to 
encourage other countries to con- 
tribute troops and money for Iraq. 

In the first gathering of world 
leaders at the General Assembly 


since the United States toppled 
Saddam Hussein, Bush was 
unapologetic about the war and its 
chaotic aftermath and unyielding 
on US. terms for creating a demo- 
cratic government. 

“This process must unfold 
according to the needs of Iraqis — 
neither hurried nor delayed by the 
wishes of other parties,” Bush said, 
spurning demands of France and 
Germany in a replay of the acrimo- 
nious year-old debate over Iraq that 
has shaken old alliances. 

Before Chirac took his turn 
at the microphone. Bush left the 
chamber, followed by Secretary of 
State Colin Powell and National 
Security Adviser Condoleezza 
Rice. 

The French president upbraided 
the United States for having taken 
a go-it-alone approach in Iraq after 
the United Nations failed to sanc-

Gov. Romney launches 
effort to bring back 
capital punishment 

BOSTON I Gov. Mitt Romney 
launched his bid to bring the death 
penalty back to Massachusetts on 
Tuesday, saying he wants to craft a 
law that will make it “virtually cer- 
tain” that only those guilty of the 
worst crimes would be executed. 

He named an 11-member panel 
of scientists, prosecutors and legal 


experts to write a bill that relies 
heavily on science to determine 
guilt or innocence. 

During his cam- 
paign for governor 
last year, Romney 
said he supports 
reinstatement of 
the death penalty 
for certain crimes, 
including the mur- 
der of a police officer, terrorist acts, 
the killing of a witness or murders 
committed with “extreme atrocity.” 


The Republican governor faces 
an uphill fight in the legislature, 
where support for the death pen- 
alty has declined in recent years. 
The past four Republican governors 
have tried unsuccessfully to rein- 
state the death penalty, which was 
banned in the state in 1984. 

Romney said the burden of proof 
used to sentence someone to death 
would likely need to be even tougher 
than the “guilt beyond a reasonable 
doubt” level needed to convict some-

U.S. Residents Remain 
Mobile, Census Shows 


WASHINGTON | America really is a 
country on the move. In the last five 
years of the 20th century, close to 
half the population packed up and 
moved to different homes. 

Usually, the moving van didn’t 
have to travel too far — nearly one- 
quarter of the country’s 262.4 mil- 
lion people 5 and older moved to 
a new address in the same coun- 
ty, according to a Census Bureau 
report Tuesday. 

The South attracted the most 
transplants — 1.8 million more 
than moved out of the region — 
while the West stayed about even 
and the Northeast and Midwest 
saw declines. 

States in the Midwest, mid- 
Atlantic and Deep South had the 
highest proportion of people living 
in the state in which they were born.

No injuries were reported in 
Richmond, but trees that survived 
Isabel were toppled, homes were 
damaged and 27,000 customers 
lost power, adding to the hundreds 
of thousands still waiting for elec- 
trical service since Isabel struck last 
week, authorities said. 

The damage in the Richmond 
area, part of a storm system stretch- 
ing along much of the East Coast,

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Annan Urges U.N. Reforms 


Comments target 
5-eountry dominanee 
of Seeurity Couneil 

UNITED NATIONS I Secretary- 
General Kofi Annan urged lead- 
ers of the 191 U.N. member states 
on Tuesday to expand the 15 -mem- 
ber Security Council to make the 
principal global decision-making 
body more effective. 

In his opening speech to the 
annual ministerial debate of the 
General Assembly, Annan said the 
Security Council, where the five per- 


manent members virtually control 
all outcomes, must become more 
representative. 

The Security Council became 
a battlefield of divergent opinions 
last year. The United States clashed 
repeatedly with France, Russia and 
Germany over Iraq and the pro- 
longed wrangling took up most 
of the council’s time and attention 
before and after the invasion. 

Although all 15 council mem- 
bers were involved in deliberations 


on Iraq, the final stance depended 
on compromises reached between 
the United States, France, Britain, 
Russia and China — the veto-wield- 
ing members. 

Many countries, which were 
either not on the council or were 
among its 10 elected members, felt 
ignored as the rich and powerful 
countries decided policies that bore 
the UN. stamp of approval and con-

The Shadow 200 Tactical 
Unmanned Aerial Vehicles will 
help the U.S. military monitor 
North Korean military activities 
along the 2.5 -mile wide, 155 -mile 
long Demilitarized Zone between 
the two Koreas. 

Tension on the Korean Peninsula 
remains high over the communist 
North’s suspected development 
of nuclear weapons. North Korea 
often accuses the United States of 
infiltrating its airspace with spy 
planes — a claim the U.S. mili- 
tary denies. 

The Shadow spy planes are 
designed to track enemy move- 
ments and assess battle damage. 
The planes were used in the US.- 
led war against Iraq.

The lawyer of the 
19 civilians, Jan Fermon, appealed 
the May decision claiming the case 
could not be handled fairly by the 
U.S. legal system. 

On Tuesday, the court ruled 
the decision to send the case on to 
Washington could not be appealed.

A Tale Grows in Brooklyn 



Jonathan Lethem 
conjures a past full 
of high art and pulp 

BOOKS I Dean Street in Brooklyn is 
one of those sweet, shaded neigh- 
borhoods that make you nostalgic 
for a childhood you didn’t even have. 
Author Jonathan Lethem, who grew 
up here, declares it the most beauti- 
ful street in New York City. 

“First of all, it’s the homes,” he 
says on a recent afternoon stroll, 
pointing to the compact brick row 
houses that line the block. “And the 
sidewalks. They’re slate sidewalks. 
No one makes them like that any- 
more.” 

Lethem is not an old man cling- 
ing to memories of egg creams and 
the Brooklyn Dodgers. He is just 39, 
with a teen-ager’s narrow build and 
the hipster’s dark-rimmed glasses. 
But he has been around long enough 
to see his old neighborhood change 
entirely. Powerless in real life to 
bring back what he calls the “lost 
Eden” of childhood, he has instead 
resurrected it, with a few notable 
twists, in fiction. 

His books include the award- 
winning “Motherless Brooklyn” 
and a highly anticipated new novel, 
“The Fortress of Solitude,” the story 
of a white kid and a black kid who 
grow up together in Brooklyn. Dylan 
Ebdus is the son of a reclusive paint- 
er and filmmaker. Mingus Rude is 


the son of a former soul singer and, 
for Dylan, comprises “a world, an 
exploding bomb of possibilities.” 

Lethem tells a fanciful story 
complete with comic-book heroes 
and liner notes for a harmony group, 
the Distinctions, that exists only in 
the author’s mind. But he also doc- 
uments very real changes in street 
life, from the dramas of race and 
class in the 1970s and 1980s to 
the oncoming homogenization of 
the present. 


Born in Brooklyn and raised 
in one those brick row houses, 
Lethem is the son of avant-garde 
artist Richard Brown Lethem. 

“What was so striking to me 
was that as the child of an idealis- 
tic movement in the ’60s ... my par- 
ents had instilled me with the idea 
that the battle had been won. And 
so it was left to the neighborhood 
to educate me in the rougher real- 
ity of disenfranchisement.” 

All of his work tracks the 


romantic’s quest for what once 
was: a girl, a family, youth, the 
world itself. Loss has been an old 
companion of Lethem’s, as intimate 
as the death of his mother when 
he was a teenager and as public as 
Brooklyn itself. 

For his next book, the author is 
thinking about the West Coast. His 
story will be less about parents and 
children than about relationships 
among adults. At least on paper, he’s 
pulling away, hillel italie (ap) 



GAMES I If you think videogame 
puzzles begin and end with “Tetris,” 
think again. 

One of the best of the post- 
“Tetris” puzzlers is available now 
in the guise of “Bombastic” from 
Capcom for the PlayStation 2. 

Explaining “Bombastic” is almost 
as tough as playing. 

You control a cute little crea- 
ture with a spit curl in the middle 
of his forehead as you try to match 
the number faces on dice. Linking 
three threes, two twos, etc., causes 
an explosion that clears blocks in

all directions equal to the face value 
of the exploding dice. Thus, if you 
link four fours, the blast extends 
four blocks in all directions. 

Sixes take longer to blow than 
twos, and make a much more sat- 
isfactory blast. However, it’s also 
far harder to link six sixes. 

The explosions also clear off 
a collection of strange little ene- 
mies, any of whom can cost you a 
life. There’s a killer Boss at the end 
of each level who takes a lot of effort 
to dispatch. 

It’s not very challenging for the 


first few levels, but as the game pro- 
ceeds, the maze gets more compli- 
cated, enemies multiply and seem 
to grow smarter, and logic become 
increasingly vital to success. 

As is typical among puzzlers, 
“Bombastic” offers graphics that 
are crisp, clean, simple and far from 
special. Moving your little guy is 
about all you have to do, and he fol- 
lows your lead quite well, although 
the tiny graphics make for the occa- 
sional early demise. 

Unfortunately, the jingly, bouncy 
techno tunes will quickly drive you 
looney. But “Bombastic” is a solid, 
demanding puzzle game that will 
make you forget “Tetris” and all 
its permutations, william

The popular F-series 
pick-up truck gets a 
subtle makeover 

ROADTESTlItis difficult to exag- 
gerate the importance of the Ford 
F-series pickup to its manufacturer. 
It’s Ford’s bestselling model, and 
is the most popular vehicle in the 
country by sales volume. Further, 
it’s in a segment of the market under 
assault by Toyota and Nissan. 

So, it’s easy to understand why 
Ford works hard to keep the F-150 
competitive but also why it makes 
changes to the pickup line very, 
very carefully. If you compare an 
04 to an 03, you might at first be 
underwhelmed. But the redesigned 
version is significantly improved in 
several key areas. 

I sampled both an XLT 
SuperCrew and a FX4 SuperCab. 
All cab styles, including “Tegular” 
cab with no seats in the rear, now 
have four doors. 

The first thing I noticed when I 
drove the SuperCrew on the high- 
way was how quiet it was in the 
cabin. I can’t remember driving a 
pickup with so little wind, tire and 
engine noise. The SuperCab was just 
as quiet, but its suspension is cali- 
brated with off- reading in mind, 
and its ride was harder. 

The interiors of both test trucks 
were trimmed beautifully. The FX4’s 
optional sport seats ($1,150) were 
comfortable and supportive, even 
after several hours at the wheel. 


Considering its 300 -horsepow- 
er output, the new 5.4 -liter V- 8 in 
both testers didn’t impress. But 
then, both weigh well over 5,000 
pounds — heavier than their prede- 
cessors by hundreds of pounds. 

Safety features include “smart” 
air bags that tailor their deploy- 
ments to conditions such as occu- 
pant weight. But there are no side- 
impact or curtain-type air bags 
available — the latter a particularly 
unfortunate omission given the high 
rollover accident rates of pickup

For 2004, GM expands its XM 
radio offerings to more vehicles, 
including the Chevrolet Venture, 
where the feature is priced at 
$325, and the Pontiac Vibe, where 
it’s priced at $325 on top of a req- 
uisite $850 option package. 

BMW makes Sirius satellite 


radio available as an option on its 
7" Series in 2004. This year, Sirius 
also became available at Chrysler, 
Dodge and Jeep dealerships as an 
aftermarket accessory for a variety 
of vehicles. Suggested retail price 
for installation is a minimum $299. 
There are ongoing subscription 
charges for both services. 

Entertainment systems continue 
to be offered on more vehicles this 
model year — and the newest mod- 
els to add this feature aren’t fam- 
ily-hauling minivans. They’re cars 
and pickup trucks. 

The 2004 Chevy Malibu Maxx, 
for example, seats only five but offers 
an optional DVD -based, rear-seat 
entertainment center. The display 
screen pulls up from the back of 
the console between the two front 
seats. Suggested retail price is $995. 
Even the 2004 Nissan Titan pick- 
up truck can be had with a DVD- 
based, rear-seat entertainment 
system, an n job (ap)

Volkswagen Vans Live On 



CLASSIC CARS I There are no high- 
tech robots at this cavernous 
Volkswagen factory just outside Sao 
Paulo, Brazil. The 1,200 vans leav- 
ing the plant every month get a final 
quality control check unchanged in 
decades: Workers slam the doors a 
few times and use brute strength 
or worn wooden mallets to shove 
them into alignment. 

Though the van — called a 
Kombi — is viewed as an outdat- 
ed antique in most of the devel- 
oped world, it is still going strong 
in Brazil, the only place on earth 
where production continues. Brazil’s 
postal service has a massive fleet, 
as does the military. Kombis are 
used as hot dog stands and ambu- 
lances. 

Though production of the van 
has declined by a third in the past 
decade — in part due to increased 


competition — Volkswagen says 
it would be a poor business deci- 
sion to stop making the Kombi 
(last offered in 1982 in the United 
States as the Transporter). The main 
reason: New Kombis go for about 
US$9,000. Similar vehicles maybe 
larger and have creature comforts 


the Kombi lacks — like air condi- 
tioning — but almost all cost about 
twice as much. 

Arthur Levy, a marketing execu- 
tive with Volkswagen of Brazil, said 
the Kombi will probably remain 
in production for at least another 
decade, alan clendenning (ap)

I’m thinking of visiting Vietnam 
during Tet.

I am a twentysomething who has 
never traveled outside of North 
America, and I’m planning on get- 
ting a passport ASAP, even though 
I have no definite travel plans. Can 
you give me some indication of how 
long the application process will 
take? The State Department’s Web 
site says to allow “several months” 
before an anticipated trip, but does 
it really take that long? 

That is not how long it takes to 
receive your passport (it’s more like 
six weeks). That’s their suggestion 
on how far in advance you should 
apply for a passport before a sched- 
uled trip, as some countries do not 
like “newborn” passports. Best to 
get it now. Just follow the State 
Department’s criteria and then 
start booking your trips around 
the globe.

GABRIEL LERNER, nation and state 
editor, and staff writer maria luisa 
ARREDONDO of LaOpinion, Los 
Angeles’ daily Spanish language 
newspaper, were online Tuesday to 
discuss the California recall election. 


There seem to be some discrepan- 
cies in the percentage of Hispanic 
voters in California. I’ve heard they 
make up anywhere from 10 percent 
to 16 percent of the electorate in 
California. What is the percentage 
your newspaper reports? 

One of every three Californians 
is Latino, a total of 12 million resi- 
dents. In the 2000 presidential 
election, 16 percent of voters were 
Latino. The number has varied, 
however, in succeeding elections. 

How is Lt. Gov. Cruz Bustamante’s 
credibility among Latinos in L.A., 
especially now that he’s the only 
Other Democrat running? Is this 
seen as traitorous? Could it hurt his 
political future if he does not win? 

Mr. Bustamante’s credibility 
among the Latino population is 
very high. I don’t think that they 
consider him a traitor, because il 
Davis loses the recall Bustamante 
can be a good Democratic candi- 
date to replace him. Many Latinos 
trust him because they think he 
can defend many issues that affect 
immigrants, such as drivers licens- 
es and access to public services for 
undocumented people. 

Do most native-born U.S. Hispanics 
support Gov. Gray Davis’s recent 
decision to allow illegal aliens to get 
drivers licenses? If not, how does 
pandering to a non-voting segment 
of the population help Davis? 

In my opinion, most native- 
born U.S. Latinos support the 
initiative to allow undocumented 
people to get drivers licenses. They 
understand the need for those peo- 
ple to drive a car to go to their jobs, 
schools, etc. The decision has been 
very well received among Latinos 
and can help Davis get more sup- 
port in this community.
